By a remarkable exercise of the pho- 
tographic art Coburn has got rid of 
Shaw’s Mephistophelian expression, and 
he produced a wonderful resemblance 
to Rodin's great work. The photo was 
suggested by Rodin himself Shaw 
when the latter was sitting to that art- 
ist in Paris this year for his statue. 
Shaw has also been posed this year by 
Neville Lytton, the Earl of Lytton’s 
brother, in imitation of Velasquezs 
famous portrait of Pope Innocent X. 

Another famous writer has been 
causing a sensation, though a milder 
one. William T. Stead has visited Lon- 
don Music Hall for the first time in 
his life and this is the way he describes 
the effect upon him of the show:

E;Emperors and Kings have always been 
the foremost huntsmen of the world. 
And even if personal inclination did not 
lead them to cultivate the noble sport, 
royal traditions would. 

The sovereigns of today are trained 
from their earliest youth to be capital 
horsemen and one of the reasons for 
this undoubtedly is to prepare them for 
Supremacy in the chase. 

Emperor William is a renowned cav- 
alier and personally superintended the 
equestrian education of. his sons. 


ie King of Spain afways spent two 
hours a day in the saddle and rode in 
turns each of the ten ponies in his 


stables. 
For modern royalty the chase is an ex- 


cellent excuse to escape trom the for- 
mality and routine of court life. The 
north of Germany, with its flat lands 
and thick forests, and the wooded coun- 
try around Aranjuez in Spain, make 
superb hunting grounds for their sov- 
ereigns off duty.

William always 
wears a special costume designed by 
himself, 
On the other hand, the Czar, whether 
he hunts wild boar or fishes in wayside 
streams, always does it with the great- 
est simplicity—a welcome contrast per- 
haps, to the formidable regime of the 
Romanoff court. In the days of Alex- 
ander III whenever the imperial fam- 
ily went fishing, the Czar always helped 
cook and serve the morning's haul. 

Yet these occasional hunting parties 
of twentieth century royalty are more 
like informal holidays from state duties 


than high ceremonies wherein all the 
nobility and court participates as in the 
days of old. In 30 years Louis XV 


killed 6400 stags at a distance of only : 
miles from Paris, and his annual ex- 
penses for the chase come to the million 
dollar mark. 

A great castle, built of polygonal 
Ond square blocks of gray granite, is 
rapidly rising in the City of Posen by 
special command of luinperor Wil- 
liam, who will use this structure as 
his official residence when he visits 
his eastern provinces. This castle 
will cost about $1,000,000. 

The cougtry of which Posen {is the 
capital, and Posen itself, are the 
strongholds of the German Poles, who 
are dissatisfied with Prussian rule, 
and whose social fabric is honey- 
combed with secret socleties whose 
Object to revive the Kingdom of 
Poland.

GERMANS BOYCOTT BEER, 
TAKING MINERAL WATER 


Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch and 
New York World, 

BERLIN, Sept. 15.—Next to a real 
war the most serious thing possible 
has happened in Germany—a beer war. 
Nearly 60,000,000 of people are talking 
about it and it concerns the very 
depts of their being. From the Kaiser 


down to the meanest of his subjects 
every German consumes the national 
beverage, and anything which goes to 


raise its price is a matter of supreme 
national importance. 

Last May the Reichstag passed a new 
excise law raising the duty on beer 
about 50 cents for 220 gallons. As there 
are about 2300 glasses of beer In this 
amount, it means about the fortieth 
part of a cent on each glass. The ques- 


tion arose who ts to pay the tax—the 
brewer, the retailer or the drinker. In 
order to get the measure passed the 


Government proved to the satisfaction 
of evryone that the brewer must pay. 
Now it appears. it Is the consumer who 
is to suffer, and the Teuton blood is 
boiling. 

The brewers, who pay 50 cents extra 
charge $1.25 more for their beer. This the 


retailer regards as intolerable, and 
charges 1144 cents a glass extra, which 
makes about $28.75 for the 220 gallons. 


That is to say, the original increase ex- 
cise duty of 50 cents has increased to 
$28.50 by the time it reaches the consurn- 
er, 

That is whv tens of thousands of Ger- 
mans are drinking mineral water and 
cider rather than touch beer at the en- 
hanced price.

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HAPPENINGS OF THE WEEK. 


At the Standard Oil hearing in St, Louis, Atter- 
Hadley of Missouri secured the testi- 
mony of H. ©. Pierce of the Waters-Pierce Oil com- 
pany, whose arrest by attachment brought the Mis- 
souri suit against the Standard Oi] company to its 
climax. The witness admitted that company 
was controlled by the Standard Oil company. The 
contention the Attorney-General was that the 
Mandard Oil company operated through a “broed” 
of minor corporations under its control and used as 
“blinds” in.dividing territory, fixing prices and other- 
wise evading the prohibitions of anti-monopoly 
laws. The testimony of Mr. corroborated 
what had been brought ont before in proof of this. 
He testified further that his profits under the “sys- 
tem” reached 700 per cent. The taking of the tes- 
timony in the case closes, with thé original posi- 
tion of the Attorney-General, not only vindicated 
but. demonstrated by a fuller exposition of the 
methods of a great trust than had ever before been 
given publicity through court processes.

IMPROVEMENT IN PICTURE MACHINES. 

An inventor has succeeded in evolving a novel im- 
provement upon the ordinary celluloid film used for 
cinematographic purposes. The pictures are taken in 
a spiral manner upon circular glass plates, thereby 
enabling a long series comprising several hundred 
pictures to be contained in a small space.

EXPLODED BY SOUND WAVES. 

Some of the European technical journals describe 
a new method of exploding mines based upon the ac- 
tion of sound waves.

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‘KEENER THAN HUMAN VISION. 

An interesting use of the peculiar property of se- 
lenium of altering its electrie conductivity: in propor- 
tion to the intensity of the light falling upon it was 
made during the total eclipse of the sun in Spain last 
August. As all observers of such phenomena know, 
the diminution of daylight after a solar eclipse be- 
gins is not perceptible to the eye until after the 
opaque body of the moon has passed far upon the 
sun's disk.

SCIENTIFIC RAILROAD WRECKS. 

The German Government has taken possession of a 
short strip of track near Berlin, and is planning to 
execute a unique series of railroad ‘‘accidents’’ made 
to order. Every variety of misplaced switch will be 
tested, every possible defect in wheels, axles and 
car equipment will be tried out, and the grand Tinale 
is to be an immense head-on collision of locomotives. 
These spectacular exhibitions are not planned by the 
Government as a national amusement. They are for 
the purpose of scientific experiment, so that the en- 
gineers and railway experts may study ways and 
means to prevent accidents of all kinds in the future. 

Railroad disasters have occurred with alarming fre- 
quency in the German Empire. It is estimated that 
the German railways lose $1,260,000 annually through 
damages. After the causes and effects of each va- 
riety of wreck have been noted it will be the task 
of the Government officials to devise safeguards. 
While it will, of course, be impossible at once to ren- 
der railway travel absolutely safe, there seems to be 
no question of the wisdom of such a proceeding. The 
results are certain to be beneficial and a practical 
Step will have been taken which will undoubtedly. 
lead to further research along this line. The benefit 
will not accrue to Germany alone, as all Europe and 
America may profit.

By spreading currents from a statical electrical

WHERE THE STUDENTS COME FROM. 

Writing for the August issue of Science, Rudolf 
Tombo Jr. brings out a curious lot of ‘facts about 
the geographical distribution of students in the lead- 
ing universities and colleges of America. A general 
proposition which he finds borne out by figures, tak- 
ing the last four years into consideration, is that 
despite the growth of great institutions in the West- 
ern States the Western clientele of Eastern univer- 
sities shows no shrinkage. Gn the other hand, the 
University of Michigan increased its draft on New 
York last year trom 195 students up to 248, 

Of Harvard and Michigan it is shown that each 
draws 54 per cent of its attendance from its own 
State. 

In a list including Cornell, Pennsylvania. Columhbja, 
Harvard, Yale and Princeton, the first named leads 
in the percentage of students drawn from the South 
Atlantic States. The others follow in the order given. 
Only Michigan makes a showing here for the West. 

In the Southern Central division Harvard leads, 
with Yale next, Cornell third, Columbia fourth. Mich- 
igan always leads in the West (leaving out Cali- 
fornia), with Illinois and Wisconsin second and third 
in the Northern Central States. 

Of the Eastern universities Pennsylvania has the 
largest percentage of enrollment from its own State 
—namely, 67 per cent.; of Columbia's student body 66 
per cent come from New York State. of Cornell's 56 
per cent. Of Yale's students 33 per cent have their 
residence in Connecticut; of Princeton's only 20 per 
cent are residents of New Jersey. 

Of three New England colleges included in Mr. 
Tombo's reckoning 21 per cent of the Student enroll- 
ment of Williams hail from Massachusetts, 24 per 
cent of Dartmouth’s student body come from New 
Hampshire (32 per cent from New Hampshire and 
Vermont), and 43 per cent of Ainherst’s students have 
their homes in Massachusetts. 

Columbia has. the largest foreign clientele, having 
exchanged places with the University of Pennsyl- 
vania, which this year is tied with Cornell for second 
Place, Harvard occupying fourth, as it did last year. 
The attendance from foreign countries at Columbia 
has grown from 117 to 150 during the past year, that 
of Cornell from 100 to 130, that of Pennsylvania fror 
126 to 130, that of Harvard from 94 to 112, that of Yale 
from 83 to &. that of Michigan from 88 to 47, and that 
of Princeton has remained Stationary at 20,

These banks have a capital 
of $350,000; thelr total deposits are $1,- 
192,000; and they have 125 employes. The 
president of one of the Virginia banks 
/ is a woman, and a capable one. These 
facts were brought out in the discus- 
sion of negro banks and bankers at the 
i Negro Business League meeting here. 

' A number of bank presidents. and 
cashiers told their stories, . giving the 
' history of their businesses from start 
to finish. W. R. Pettiford of Birming- 
ham, Ala., opened his bank in August, 

1890. The first loan was one of $10 for 
20 days; the last one, just negotiated, 
i'was of $14,000 for 10 years. Charles 
-anks of Mound Bayou, Miss., gave his 
bank's clearings as half a million dol- 
lars in 19.

Jewish World, from Warsaw, David 
Frischman foretold the great Jewish 
massacre at Seidic, almost to the hour. 
He described the general exodus of the 
terrified Jews from Russia. The writer 
Says that the panic of emigration has 
assumed such proportions that no one 
can even venture a guess at the figures. 
According to the writer 20,000 Jews 
have fled in terror from Bialstok alone 


and those remaining are making hastv 
preparations to follow in the wake of 
those who have gone. 

So great is the diminution in the pop- 
ulation of many towns that the observ- 
er cannot fail to see the broken num- 








bers. Whole streets have been emptied 
almost as if py magic. Five hundred 
families left Kieff within a week, and 
1600 Jews sailed from Libau in a single 
day. 

“Preparations are being made for 
Heaven knows what,’ continues Frisch- 
man. ‘‘We are on the eve of another 
massacre on a scale even larger than 
undertaken thus _ far.

Hounded eve =~ 
ery moment of his life as no other man in Russia was ever pursued = 
by men under oath to take his life, the ‘‘real Czar of Rusia,’’ chie® 
adviser of Nicholas and known around the world for his barbarity, 
to political prisoners, expired at Peterhof Palace at 6 o’clock this 
evening and it was fear that killed him. | 

For years ‘‘the most. hated man in Russia”’ had defied death. 
For years he had been marked for assassination and knew it. Bomb 
and bullet were employed in vain; and for each attempt upon hig ~ 
life the dictator exacted a terrible penalty. But the awful strain — 
wore down his splendid constitution, drove him from his post as 


Governor of St. Petersburg, and 


the Czar. 


Fear affected his heart. When 


followed him into the palace of 


His passing was as tragic as his enemies might wish, 


the end approached he was 


broken and aged, and when he passed away he was trembling wita 


terror. 


He was a remarkable man. He was 
a natural despot, a tyrant by inclina- 
tion, education and conviction. He was 
one of those men who have constnatly 
appeared in Russian history just at the 
time when conditions were most prom- 
ising for putting an end to despotism, 


ito turn the Russian rulers from liberal- 


ism to reaction. It was he who became 
the guiding spirit of ty. reaction after 
Nicholas II had issued his manifesto in 
the fall of 19%, promising the people a 
share in the Government. Holding the 
position of Master of the Palace, in 
league with the court intriguers who) 
were detetrmined to restore the old re- 
gime, he constantly had the Emperor's 
ear. 

Like his father before him, Trepoff 
was a police master, with all that the 
name invol¢ed in Russia, and the story 
of father and son is full of dramatic in- 
cidents. 

The elder was a°*foundling.

found one morning upon the back door- 
step of a German family, by whom he 
was playfully named Trepo-hof (Ger- 
man for doorstep).

IN ONE WATERMELON, 


Kansas Has a New Record- 


Breaker at Baldwin. 
BALDWIN, Kan., Sept. 15.—Baldwin 


can probably boast of the largest 
melon ever grown. This wonderful 
record-breaker is on exhibition in the 
office window of the Baldwin Repub- 
lican. It was grown by Emery 
Kerns near West Baldwin, who has 
for years been in the melon business.

Commission Grants Railways 
Privilege to Suddenly Change 
Export Cotton Charges. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 15.—The Inter- 
state Commerce Commission today ren- 
dered its decision on the petition of the 
Southern Railway Co. and other carriers 
operating east of the Mississippi River 
and south of the Ohio and Potomac 
rivers for permission to equalize export 
rates on cotton, cotton seed and its 
products, and lumber and thereby make 
changes in their export rates without 
the 30 day’s notice required by the new 
rate law. 

The commission 
may legally issue a 
of lading, from the interior point of 
which specify the inland rate to the 
port of export and the ocean rate from 
the port of export. even though no joint 
through rate is published. 

Orders of Commission. 

The commission orders that ‘‘no pub- 
lished rates on cotton shall be advanced 
except upon 30 days’ notice: that from 
and after this date and until March 1 
1907, carriers may reduce their pub- 
lished export rates on cotton to the 
Various ports of export upon three days’ 
notice and that until Nov. 1, 1906. ecar- 
riers may continue to equalize export 
cotton rates through the various ports 
by applying the lowest combination 
through all the ports, thereby making 
said rates without publication and filing 
as required by law, provided that they 
post in two conspicuous places in the 
station where cotton is received for 
shipment notices of the rates so made 
and mail copies of the same to the com- 
mission, said notices to specify the rate 
and the time during which the rate will 
continue in effect.’’ 

Other Requests Denied. 

As to cottonseed and its products anda 
lumber, the petition was denied. 

Scores of applications for permission 
to change freight rates have been re- 
ceived by the commission during the past 
few days and in every instance the 
changes which the carriers desire to 
make are reductions. The applications 
have been entirely voluntary. Commis- 
wes gd “bey gree Lane said: 

“It would seem, from the numb 
importance of these voluntary seductions 
that many carriers recognize that their 
rates were too high at the time of the 
enactment of the Hepburn law. It also 
Seems that they are preparing for the 
Operation of the new law, under which 
freight rates cannot be changed with 
the facility that formerly was the rule.’’

PARIS, Sept. 15.—Chester A. Teller, 4 
wealthy tourist from Philadelphia, was 
mude the victim of a gang of interna- 
tional swindlers here this week, losing 
$5000 in a confidence game. 

Teller and a friend were dining at the 

Moulin Rouge on Wednesday evening 
when they made the acquaintance of a 
man who gave his name as W. A. Vock- 
ler. He represented himself as a wealthy 
Australian and they invited him to join 
them the following day in a motor trip 
tu Versailles. 
Teller accepted the invitation, and on 
Thursday morning he met Vockler in 
front of the Grand Hotel by appoint- 
ment. With Vockler were three other 
men whom he introduced as his friends, 
Patrick Donovan, F. Northcot and an- 
other Australian, name - forgotten by 
‘eller. the latter of whom spoke French 
fluentiy. ; 

On the way out to Versailles Donovan 
casually confidetl to the Philadelphian 
that he had just come into an inheri- 
tance of $2,000,000 from a brother whu 
formerly lived in Philadelphia. He said 
his brother made a large fortune as & 
coal operator in the Pennsylvania fields, 
having gone there as a poor boy from 
Ireland. Donovan went on to say that 
he was Mm need of money to tide him 
along until he could legally come into 
possession of his two millions. 

Donovan told Teller that his brother 
left large bequests to various charitable 
institutions in the Quaker City and 
thought Telier would be a good agent to 
make the distribution provided he could 
establish the fact that he was a reliable 
man and furnish sufficient bond. 

Rises to Bait. 

Teller grabbed at the proposition and 
to show that he was 4 man of means 
displayed a letter of credit for a large 
sum. He said he had plenty of money, 
and intimated that the credit Was a 


mere trifle to him. 

Donovan and Vockler finally persuad- 
ed him to cash the letter and give 
them $5000 as a guarantee of good faith. 
He gave them the money at the Elysee 
Palace Hotel, and then his acquaint- 
ances disappeared, ostensibly to dress 
for dinner. They were to meet Teller 
in an hour, but he never saw ner 
again. 

“rhe next day Teller went to the 
American consulate and put the case 
before Consul-General Mason. 

The police were notified and a search 
startea for the swindlers, but up to 
this time no trace of them has 
found. Teller left Paris today to sall 
for home. 

Mr. Mason said that many Americans 
have been swindled in a Similar man- 
ner and in nearly every case the swin- 
diers have gone scot free, becarmae the 
victims feared publicity and declined to 
compiain to the police. He said tinat 
he meant to consult the police and see 
if some step could not be taken to pro-

under Col. Asbert and Col. Astillo, con- 
sisting of about 1000 men. 

The — began about dark, Gen, Ale- 
jandro Roderiguez, command the Gov- 
ernment forces, deployed two firing lineg 
of mounted rurales in front. The ree 
cruits afoot were used as a second line, 
forces moved forward, 
steadily firing. They were answered 
fitfully by the insurgent center, which 
retreated until a horseshoe was formed, 
with the Government troops in the cen- 
ter. Then in the darkness was sounded 
from all sides the dreaded machete 


charge. 

No shots were fired after this by the 
insurgents, who closed in, forming a 
protecting barricade of: death-dealing 
blades. The Post-Dispatch correspond- 
ent talked with one rurale guard whose 
left leg was covered with blood. He 
said his horse was cut from under him 
in his endeavors to break through the 
line. He described as frightful the 
swish of machetes and the answering 
groans of men and horses. He fell 
stunned, was disarmed and made pris- 
oner, The ground in the vicinity of the 
fight was rock and full of holes, mak- 
ing it bad for the horses in the daylight 
and awful at night. 


This soldier said one thing that made 
the slaughter less was the presence in 
the insurgent ranks of many rurales. or 
forces dressed similarly to the loyal 
forces were routed to the four winds, 
returning toward Havana e@ngly and in 
small detachments in fan shape. one cor- 
ner at Vivora, the other at La Lisa, sev- 
miles west of Havana, where striking 
the {main roads they entered the city 
thoroughly used up.

COURT DECIDES 


Convention in 16th Illinois 


Senatorial District Was 
‘Never Adjourned. 


PONTIAC, IIll., Sept. 15.—The quater- 
nion of county judges hearing the case 
to decide who are the nominees of the 
recent Democratic legislative conven- 
tion, of the Sixteenth Senatorial Dis- 
trict, have declared that the conven- 
tion is still in session and no legal 
cons have been made. 

The tangle arose in the Wenona con- 
vention, where, it is alleged, Christian 
Haase was nominated by gavel rule, 
after which a rump convention named 
three candidates—Moran and Colehower 
of Livingston County and Haase of 
Woodford County. As this is a repub- 
lican district and only one Democrat 
can be elected, Haase would have had 
a“ Sy ge hoa with his name only on the 

ot. 

After consideration of the case the 
judges found that Samuel Miller was 
the legal chairman and Dr. John Ross 
the legal secretary of the convention, 
and that they alone were the proper 
| rsons to certify nominations to the 

eretary of State; that when Samuel 
Miller, the chairman of the convention, 
illegally declared the convention , ad- 
journed, there were delegates on their 
feet demanding a roll call, while, under 
the agreement made, the chairman was 
in duty bound to recognize the parties 
demanding roll call; that adjournment 
by viva voce vote in the face of such 
demand was illegal and unwarranted. 


Not Legally Adiourned. 

The Court therefore held that the con- 
vention was never legally adjourned, 
technically speaking, 1s still in 


session with a rollcall and the motion 
to adjourn being demanded. The pro- 

ings that took place after the an- 
nouncement by the chair that the con- 
vention was adjourned were without 
authority of law and void, say the 
Judges, and the certificates now on file 
with the Secretary of State, certifying

The Court's decision will be filed with 
the Secretary of State. It is the opin-

The Governor of Guerrero has made light of admitted unrest in his ter-

VWlexico who have so rhetorically resolved that all statements. of the exist- 
nee in Mexico of a strong anti-foreign feeling are false, either have willfully 
linded themselves to evidence, as did the merchants of a city in the States, 
Vho, in the week that it was denied all communication with other cities, as- 
serted that there was no yellaw fever danger in that municipality, or their 
relations with Mexicans have been most happy. 

There are dealers in supplies here in Mexico who refuse to sell to Ameri- 
cans at any prices and all exact of Americans much more than Mexicans, on 
pain of refusing to sell at all. 

All Mexicans of the lower and the lower middle class regard Americans as 
legitimate prey, and shield each other in extortion. 

The upper middle class Mexicans deal with the foreigner on a fairer bas's 
and furnish many assistants in banking and mercantilehouses, but neither 
these nor the higher class will have any social relations with Americans, 


AMERICANS BARRED FROM HIGH SOCIETY. 

They would no more think of introducing one into their homes than we 
would welcome a colored man in our homes. That th's is the precise truth, 
[ am assured by many men from the States, some of whom have even signed 
the resolutions to express their faith in that pledge that Diaz will prove strong 
enough to put down disorder. 

I place no reliance on the wild reports that Flores Magoon’s 56 centers of 
revolution have secret stores of buried arms which will. be uncovered tonight; 
that his presses have spread instructions to house servants of Americans to 
po'son their employers tonight or tomorrow. Magoon {js not that kind of a 
revolutionist. He is of the Seminarios, whose time will come when Diaz is 
dead. 

The Arizona arrests have been exploited here by the Government news- 
papers as the beginning and end of the whoie affair, and thus they have given 
their readers all the information concerning the threatened revolution that has 
been printed here, 

That they should have done so much is remarkable, for the usual course 
is complete suppression of everything antagonizing to Diaz’s Government. 

No Government measure or policy is ever really discussed in Mexican 
newspapers. Russia has no more complete suppression. Therefore, all state- 
ments made by them concerning state affairs are regarded with great sus- 
picion. Publicly this conservatism is lauded by American concessionaires and 
their connections, while, privately, they deplore the absence of real news- 
papers, which, though falling into occasional violence and error, would be 
nearer the truth. 

All Americans await with what courage they possess the issue of the 
hours and all Mexico will breathe more freely Monday when the danger may 


be passed.

Case of Woman Who Got De- 
cree Less Than a Year 
Ago Is Deferred. 





MARRIED IN MISSOURI 





Could Not Legally Have Wed- 
ded in Illinois Until 
Next Year. 


Can a man who marries in Missouri 
a woman just divorced in  Iilinois 
get a divorce from her within a 
year in Illinois, when she is 
not permitted to marry within a 
year under the Illinois law? This ques- 
tion is raised, for the first time since the 
new Illinois divorce statute went into 
effect, in the case of L. R. Ferguson 
against Mrs. Mary Ferguson, tried yes- 
terday in the East St. Louis City Court. 
Judge Moyers reserved decision and will 
study the law. 

Mrs. Ferguson was formerly Mrs. Ed- 
ward Parks. She obtained a divorce 
in ‘the East St. Louis City Court last 
January. She could not remarry in Iili- 
nois in less than a year, but she was 
married in St. Louis May 1 to Ferguson, 
and they returned to East St. Louis to 


live. 

The first husband reappeared, and 
Ferguson says his wife seemed to like 
Parks a little better than she lked 
him. They lived together only a month. 
Ferguson sued for divorce. : 

‘The decision of Judge Moyers will set 


a precedent. ‘ 

The Ferguson case was one of 13 
heard during the day, and divorces were 
granted to the other 12 applicants. The 
courtroom was brilliant with the bright 
costumes of a number of the young 
wives seeking divorces, and of their wit- 
nesses, The occasion was termed “so- 
cieyt day’’ by court attaches. 

The youngest plaintiff, Margaret 
Beckman, was 19 years old. and had 
been married before she was 18. Jeal- 
ousy was the cause of her husband's 
ill-treatment, she said, but she emphat- 
ically denied that he had reason to be 


jealous. 

She told smilingly of her experi- 
ence at a party in O’Fallon, given by 
the O'Fallon Brass Band. She told 
the Judge that her husband, John 
Beckman, had held her arms while 
each man at the party kissed her, and 
then struck her after they got home 
because she had let the “fellows” 
kiss her. She said her husband 
whipped her two or three times a 
week during that time. She was 
granted a divorce after her sister had 
verified the kissing story. 

Red Headed Preferred. 

Because her husband persistently made 
comparisons between her and a red- 
headed woman in whose company, she 
says, he visited New York, Mrs. Rosa 
French got a divorce from Roy A. 
French. She said that after makin 
the comparisons her husband woul 
tell her of various points in which 
the red-headed woman was her su- 
perior, saying the auburn-haired one 
was a “better looker.” French was 
formerly a floor walker in a St. Louis 
department store. Mrs. French tes- 
tified that 10 months after they were 
married he was gone for six months, 
and when he came back admitted that 
he had been in New York with the 
red-headed woman. He promised to 
do better, she said, and she took him 
back. One month later, she said, he 
left again after pawning her dia- 
monds and getting her to give him 
the money she had received from her 
father’s estate. 

Mrs. Mamie Davis got a divorce 
from William H. Davis, who, she said, 
deserted her April 24, 1904, when she 
charged him with having married an- 
other woman in January of that 
year. She said he admited the biga- 
mous marriage and departed with the 
second wife. She has not heard from 
him since he left, she said.

William H. Ward, a traveling pho- 
tographer, was granted a divorce on 
Similar grounds after testifying that 
his wife, Emily, had married another 
man at Hamilton, Canada, in 1891. 
They were married in 1881 and lived 
together 10 years.

With ‘Chief of Police Kiely and pos-

the Police Board, his attorneys declared 
at the close of yesterday’s sesion that the 
only vestige of damaging evidence 
against him that had not been refuted 
was former Commissioner Maroney’s 
Statement that Kiely admitted his 
knowledge of former Sergeant Rea’s 
character. ? 

The hearing of the case will be re- 
sumed at 10 a. m. Monday. It is the 
desire of Kiely’s attorneys to offer 
more characier witnesses if the board 
will consent to hear them, but, if fur- 
ther testimony of that kind is not de- 
sired, Chief Kiely will then take the 
witness stand in his own behalf. It is 
thought the trial, which began Wednes- 
day, will be finished Monday. Kiely ex- 
pressed himself yesterday as confident 
of acquittal. 

His attorneys say that the Dorsey and 
June charges have been thoroughly dis- 
proven, and that all that remains of 
the Rea charge is Maroney’s statement 
that Kiely admititcd to him that he 
knew Rea had been a “masher” for 20 
years. 

Kiely said that the owners and cus- 
todians of more than $100,000,000 worth 
of property had testified that they 
would be not only willing to instrust 
their holdings to his protection, but 
their lives as well. He said he expect- 
ed the strong ingorsement of his char- 
acter by prominent business and pro- 
fessional men to overcome what re- 
mained of the charges that had been 


preferred against him. 


Satisfactory Day to Chief. 

It was with more than ordinary sat- 
isfaction that Kiely sat through yester- 
day’s proceedings and heard the fulsome 
praise ot his character by business 
men who knew him personally and offi- 
cidlly. The white rose in the lapel of 
his coat had withered, but there was 
the freshness of a spring morning in his 
thick lips when the _ half-suppressed 
Smile played across them. At times, 
when witnesses were testifying that 
they regarded his character as “unim- 
peached and unimpeachable,” tears 
forced their way into his eyes. 


Prosecutor Williams and members of 
the board would mot hazard a prediction 
as to the outcome of the trial. Kiely’s 
attorneys said they would offer as many 
more character witnesses as the board 
would allow, but it is probable that no 
more testimeny of that kind «will be 
taken.

WAGONER, I. T., Sept. 15.—Rev. Mr. 
Wright, a negro parson, who has been 
preaching to his flock here of a vision 
he had recently which made it plain 
that he was to lead a conquest which 
would drive the whites from this terri- 
tory before time for statehood, is in 
jail here with two of his followers—ar- 
rested by President Roosevelt's order. 
According to Wright’s sermons there 
was likely to be necessity for use of 
arms before the object of this ‘“‘divine 
invasion’’ could be accomplished. 

Cash Raylor and Lewis Alberty, two 
of his most zealous converts, were ar- 
rested with Wright and each was fined 
$60. Alberty had the money and bought 
his liberty, but Wright and Taylor could 
not pay and are held. The congregation 
is making a special effort to raise mon- 
ey to liberate Wright, but he had nearly

WASHINGTON, Sept. 15.—There is

@n investigation showing the cost of 
producing many of the farm staples in 
the country; notably, corn and cotton. 
‘his is the first attempt by the depart- 
merxt to make an investigation along 
theap lines, and much interest is mani- 
festag in it by the economists, who be- 
lieve that it is the beginning of the most 
impoitant and valuable work that has 
been performed by the department. 
“Vroom my view of the subject, the 
Secretary of Agriculture is in a certain 
sense the steward of the great body of 
husbandmen m Uncle Sam’s domain,” 
said an official_of the department, who 
has had long practical experience in 
the detailed opegations of agricultural 
investigation. ‘““What better work could 
the steward be engaged in than in as- 
certaining what it costs to produce the 
articles which enter into farm results, 
go that the farmer may have before him 
a guide for his future plans in obtain- 
ing the best returns from his labor and 


his investment? 
Not Speculation Guide. 


% tion has been frequently called 
Pw ge pe that many of the statistical 
bureaus of this and other departments 
devote too much attention to collecting 
information in regard to the quantity 
we produce and where we sel] it. Crit- 
icism was made upon the department 
for the attention it gives to collecting 
sta that are alleged to be utilized 
in the speculative market. 

“It is desirable that the farmer should 
know how much of a given crop has 
been produced in this and all other 
countries. It no doubt is a help to him 
in judging of the correctness of current 

et prices. But it would be infinite- 
ly better if this farmer had more ac- 
curate information with regard to what 
it has cost him to produce the crop that 
he has harvested.” 

This discussion of an interesting fea- 
ture of Governmental investigation was 
followed by other inquiries into what 
information the Government possesses 
in regard to the cost o* producing farm 
etaples.

Practicaily all the land now avail- 
able is in the arid belt, and it is to be 
brought under cultivation only by ir- 
rigation, which makes the first cost 
of the farm lands almost as high per 
acre as is land in the older agricul- 
tural districts. It is asserted by the 
experts of the department that the 
waste upon American farms is pro- 
digious. Special attention must be 
naid to the economics of production if 
the industry of agriculture is to be 
accompanied by profitable returns, 
without such rapidly increasing cost 
of farm staples as to become a Serious 
burden upon the consuming public. 

Much attention is paid to plans for 
saving in the cost of distributing sta- 
ple commodities,. by attempts at hold- 
ing down transportation rates, and it 
is the opinion of the Government ex- 
perts that material results may be ob- 
tained by more careful attention on 
the part of the American farmer to 
economy in production.

Mechanical devices for measuring, 
such as watches, clocks, scales or 
meters of various kinds, would have 
odd things to tell if they were human. 
Not those influences which might now 
and then affect them, like friction, 
moisture, dryness, heat, cold or just 
wear and tear, but mankind itself 
would be the greatest bother to these 
helpmeets. 

A correct understanding of the differ- 
ent contraptions, their component parts 
and functions, would remove many of 
the doubts which are a source of need- 
less discomfiture to us. 

Taking for instance 
Clocks, which govern more of Our ac- 
tivities in life than any other gauges 
and are really the most important to us 
—we find that in olden times the sun 
dial and hour glass were considered 
quite sufficient. Indeed, there never 
Was so much question at the time when 
hours were computed by sand dripping 
from an upper into a lower urn as arose 
later when human ingenuity invented 
dials, spiral springs, cog-wheels and 
otherwise perfected modern timepieces. 
But it seems that mistrust somewhat 
keeps apace with mechanical genius. 

There is no general official inspec- 
tion of timepieces, excepting that in 
railroad management and some Govern- 
ment departments the regulating ol 
them is part of the duty under the 
rules. Yet what individual person ever 
revises his watch or clock until some- 
thing happens to show it is necesary? 
Weights and measures, water and gas 
meters receive better attention because 
of authority and officials appointed for 
the purpose. 

A gentleman who has recently made 
Some investigation in the matter otf 
measuring devices, speaking of the sub- 
ject of meters, said that in his experi- 
ence. in the water department cf one 
of our large cities, in very few cases 
out of a thousand were the complaints 
of consumers in regard to their meters 
founded. The many reasons given for 
Suspicion were selaom borne out, and 
the complainants paid the fee for inves- 
tigation. In the city referred to the 
people bought and owned the meters, 
so had their choice of any kind on the 
market, subject to test. These same 
people would own a clock or watch, 
minutes fast or slow, and would be 
Boverned accordingly without a mur- 
mur. Few, if any, weighed their meats 
Or groceries. 

Bringing the question to the gas 
meter, he found frequent expressions of 
mistrust, which seems more difficult to 
dispel becuuse the people themselves 
do not own the meters and are all too 
apt to look askance at those who con- 
trol the service. He had ready access, 
in an official capacity, to the meter 
shops of the gas company at St. Louis, 
the City Lighting Department statistics 
and the city’s testing plant. 

No gas meter can go into service until 
finally attested ‘‘correct’’ by the city 
inspector. The gentleman found that 
the meters marked ‘off’ and set out 
for regulating by the inspector amount 
to less than one per cent of the num- 
ber. When it is considered that the 
basis of variance is held within one 
per cent in the registry itself, it 1s 
evident that there are indeed small 
chances for a meter to go into service 
if not absolutely standard. Every meter 
bears the city certificate of such test, 
pasted in plain view. The various man- 
ufacturers Know it is to their own in- 
terests to furnish correct meters, if 
they care for sales. In the gas com- 
pany shop two tests are made and the 
city inspector passes over all. To dem- 
onstrate further the care exercised: 
the tests are made under averave or 
normal conditions, the water surround- 
ing the testing tank and the air being 
of equal degrees in temperature, 80 
that there is little likelihood of erring 
on account of untoward extraneous con- 
ditions. The test is made, also, allow- 
ing the full capacity of the pipe to 
work the meter and then one-fifth flow. 

To keep a gas meter properly oper- 
ating, atmospheric and temperature con- 
ditions should be fairly average. By 
this is meant avoiding violent changes. 
One.of the main parts of all gas me- 
ters Is a diaphragm, or bellows of soft, 
pliable, olled leather inside the ‘‘case’’ 
or box. This box is tightly soldered 
at all points, so there is security and 
protection to the working parts and no 
leakage. The diaphragm—of which 
there are two in a meter equalizing 
each other in work—is calculated to 
withstand some amount of changing 
conditions a great number of years. It 
maintains excellent functioning form: a 
recent instance showing a meter after 
80 years of continuous service, perfectly 
intact. The metal parts, valves, cogs, 
ete., are seldom affected. Referring to 
the instance cited, it may be said that 
there are very few timepieces or butch- 
ers’ and grocers’ scales that can show 
such record, without adjustment. 

It would follow that the consumer 
could best be judge of the sgonditions 
which surround the records #y whick 
he is governed in the matter of gas; 
reading the dials is easy enough, so tt 
should be not at all difficult to ‘‘keep 
tab’’ and if the gas man should make 
a mistake, the meter will tell the tale. 

Records show that of the meters tak- 
en out to test, twice the number are 
“slow” to one ‘‘fast.’’ In the first case 
the registry is less than the volume 
passed. At that, the aggregate of in- 
stances in question is but trifling and 
only very few cases, filed for complaint 
at the City Hall, proved founded. 

As an example of meter regularity, 
authentic research reveals that during 
July 75-100 of 1 ver cent of meters in 
service required revision, being brought 
to the shop. Only half of this three- 
fourths of one per cent were found 
“off;’’ the ratio being two ‘“‘slow’’ to 
one “fast.” The balance were about 
evenly divided between those that need- 
ed ordinary repairs (broken glass, bent 
dial hands, cleaning Or replacing of 
details), such as failed to record and 
others that were discontinued for mere 
“old age.’’ So the percentage total of 
defiection is very small. 

These pointers, coming first harid from 
one in position to ‘‘speak by the card,’’ 
will no doubt prove of interest to users 
of gas who will welcome relief from 
any doubt they may find regarding one 
or another of the 200,000 meters in use 
in our city. 

Considering the 


watches and 


varying conditions 
under which these devices work and 
the close scrutiny, through several 
channels to which they are subject, it 
appears that well-groomed watches and 
clocks in many cases give the gas man 
an excellent basis for comparison or 
challenge, even though the timepieces 
fail onty one minute either way. 

It seems to be a part of human weak- 
ness in this commercial age to have 
misgivings at times regarding things 
that involve expenditures, without real 
cause, while matters near and close 
may be overlooked, and the gentleman 
who made the investigation, comment- 
ine on this subject, paraphrased the 
Missour! slogan: “After youre shown, 
let doubt be unknown.

HOMAS Higgins, whose career as 

an Indian fighter stamps him as 

one of the greatest of Illinois pi- 

Oneer heroes, is ta be honored with a 

Statue monument in this city, if plans 

now being made by residents of Green- 
ville, are carried out. 

Between the years of 1809 and 1818, the 
dates Illinois was organized as a terri- 
tory and admitted as a State, Higgins 
became famous because of his daring in 
combats between Indians and white set- 
tlers. He came to Illinois from Ken- 
tucky in 1813 and entered a company of 
rangers which was stationed eight miles 
south of this city. His heroic struggle 
alone against a band of Indians ranks 
him with such fighters as Daniel Boone 
and Simon Kenton. 

The conflict came 
tioned at the blockhouse 
Journey and 12 men. The 
Aug. 30, 1814, a party of Indians was 
seen prowling around the little fort. 
The following morning the lieutenant 
and his band started in pursuit. When 
but a short way from the fort they were 
ambushed by the red men and at the 
first fire the lieutenant and three fol- | 
lowers fell dead. Six fled to the block- 
house. Higgins remained, however, to 
avenge the death of his companions.

Woman Led Rescuers. 


Not a soldier in the little log block- 
house would venture into the swarm of 
Indians who lurked near by. Finally, 
ashamed of her husband's companions, 
Mrs. Pursley shouted that “as good a 
inan as Tom Higgins should not perisn 
for want of help,’’ grabbed a musket 
and rushed to her horse. The frontiers- 
men followed. Higgins was unconscious 
for days and only the greatest care 
brought him back to health. 

Some months after a physician asked 
him $50 to remove the four musket balls 
from his hse. Higins replied that the 
suin was too much. His friends re- 
moved two, and with a razor the old 
fishter took away a third. The other 
was buried with him in Fayette County, 
lll., in the early °'40s. 

Higgins was once assistant doorkeeper 
of the Illinois House of Representatives, 
and those who remember him say that 
he was the most perfect specimen of 
frontiersman of his time. The people of 
Greenville believe his services to the 
people of Illinois during the strenuous 
days of early settlement are worthy of 
commemoration. 








ESCAPED LEOPARD 
ATTACKS FARMERS 


Marauding Beast Scatters 
Hunters After Killing 
Three Dogs.

FRIDNDSHIP, -Wis., Sept. 15.—A party 
of farmers who have been scouring the 
northern part of Adams County for one 
of three leopards which recently es- 
caped from a circus and which have 
been playing havoc with’ stock in this 
and adjacent counties, succeeded in 
bringing the beast to bay in a dense 
thicket one miles south of the farm of 
Wesley Russell. 

The hunters had trailed the animal for 
a day and had several times caught 
sight of it, but were not able to get 
within firing distance until dusk. 

The farmers had several hounds with 


them and these were sent into the brush 
to flush the game. This they did not 
succeed in doing, but the hunters, hear- 
ing noise of a terrific encounter, de- 
cided to enter the brush. 

When they had reached a small clear- 
ing, they discovered the leopard, a mag- 
nificent brute of extraordinarily large 
size, engaged in a desperate battle with 
the dogs. There were four large dogs, 
and these had surrounded the leopard 
and were charging upon it from differ- 
ent points. The leopard was too agile 
for them, however, and with lightning- 
like rapidity would turn to meet the as- 
sault head on, striking at the dogs with 
its powerful claws and driving them out 
of range. It had disemboweled three of 
them with its sharp claws when the 
hunters arrived, but the fourth, a sturdy 
bull terrier, had succeeded in landing 
on the leopard’s back and was hold- 
ing on to the scruff of its neck like 
grim death . 

The hunters fired a volley at the beast, 
but in the darkness they apparently 
did not hit it, but did hit the dog, in- 
stantly killing it. 

The leopard, freed from its antagonist, 
charged straight toward the hunters, 
who, having exhausted their ammuni- 
tion, made a hasty retreat. Henry 
Bienspiegle was not quick enough, and 
as the animal bounded past it gave him 
a blow with its paw which sent him 
whirling to the ground, but did not in- 
jure him seriously. 

The beast then emerged from the 
thicket and took to’the woods, the party 
abandoning the pursuit on account of 
darkness. 

The escape of the animals has caused 
much excitement among the farmers in 
this vicinity, and hunting parties have 
been made up at Necedah, Lisbon and 
Mauston to search for the beasts. They 
continue to commit depredations upon 
young calves and sheep, many of whom 
have been found with their entrails 
torn out.

LATE POPE LEGS 
“FINAL BURIAL 


Body to Be Removed to St. 
John’s With Fitting 
Ceremony,

ROME, Sept. 15.—The details of the 
solemn translation of the remains of the 
late Pope from the Church of St. Pe- 
ter’s to the Basilica of St. John at the 


Lateran have just been arranged by the 
Vatican authorities with the Italian of- 
ficials. All the Catholic societies of 
Rome and all the colleges, seminaries 
and religious orders will send repre- 
Sentatives to the ceremony. 

The procession will start at night 
from the Vatican and march four miles 
to the Church of St. John. Everyone 
taking part in the ceremony will carry 
a lighted torch and a e magnificent 
hearse, drawn by four white horses, will 
Carry the coffin containing the remains 
of Leo XIII to their permanent resting 
place. 

The route of the procession will be 
entirely lined with troops and police to 
prevent a repetition of the attempted 
outrage on the occasion when the body 
of Pope Pius IX was transferred to the 
Church of St. Lorenzo some years ago. 

The transfer is to take place before 
the end of October. On the night ap- 
pointed for the ceremony all the canons 
of St. Peter’s and St. John’s will as- 
semble in the Vatican Basilica, where 
the dean of the Sacred College, Cardi- 
nal Oreglia, will have the coffin re- 
moved from its temporary tomb and will 
be witnessed by the papal notaries. 

It is not expected that the Pope will 
take any part in the ceremony.

Chaotic Condition of His Papers 
an Argument Against 
Suicide Theory. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

MACON, Mo., Sept. 15.—The will of 
Col. F. W. Blees, late founder and 
president of the Blees Military Acad- 
emy, who was found dead in a room 
at the Southern Hotel in St. Louis 
last Saturday night. was filed for 
probate today. It leaves all his prop- 
erty to his wife. It is a remarkably 


brief document. 

The will was drawn Nov. 20, 1895, 
almost immediately after the Colonel 
received the large inheritance from 
his father. 

Maj. B. R. Dysart, the Colonel's at- 
torney, and John Scovern, president 
of the First National Bank, signed 
the will as attesting witnesses. 

The first item provides that all his 
debts shall be paid. The second be- 
queaths to his wife, Mary S&S. Blees, 
“all my property, real and personal 
and mixed and of whatsoever kind 
and character, to have and to hold, 
use and enjoy during her natural life, 
und she is hereby authorized and em- 
powered to sell and convey the same 
or any part thereof as she may de em 
best, and the proceeds thereof she 
may use for the support and main- 
tenance of herself and children or she 
may invest the same in other property 
or securities, as she may deem prop- 
er.”’ 

At Mrs. Blees’ 
to go to the five 
parts, 

Mrs. Blees is 
“l having full confidence in 
tegrity, ability and devotion 
interests of our children.” 

The friends of the family, who 
looking over the papers, have been 
havine some trouble in tracing the 
extent of the Colonel's life insurance, 
which has been variously estimated 
at from $85,000 to $200,000. 

An agent of the New York Life In- 
Surance Co., who is here today, says 
the Colonel had a $35,000 policy in 
force in the company. A _ policy for 
$50,000 in one of the large companies 
had been allowed to lapse recently. 
The chaotic state of the dead officer's 
insurance papers seems to thoroughly 
discredit any suspicion of suicide.

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JOHNSON AIDS IK 
TRIAL OF SLAYER 


Former Lieutenant-Governor to 
Prosecute Man Who 
Shot Negroes. 


Former Lieut.-Gov. Johnson has been 
retained for the prosecution of N. 
Breidenstein of Sparta, Ill., who in April 
shot and killed Milton Beauford and his 
Son, negroes, on the principal street in 
Sparta. The case has been set for Se pt. 
17, in the Circuit Court. There will be 
fully 100 witnesses, many of them from 
St. Louis. 

The killing caused excitement and for 
days afterward the feeling between the 
white and negro residents was so bitter 
that a race war was feared by Sparta 
citizens. 

Young Beauford, a coal miner, had 
been drinking with some triends on the 
day before the killing and the Sheriff of 
Sparta was called on to arrest him for 
disturbing the peace. 

When the arrest was made Reauford 
showed signs of resistance and Brejiden- 
stein, who was standing by, offered his 
assistance to the Sheriff, who accepted 
the help. This angered Beauford and 
threatening words passed between the 
two. Beauford, when released the next 
day, complained to his father, Milton 
Beauford, that Breidenstein had struck 
him and used him roughly while assist- 
ing in his arrest and that he had no 
cause for doing so. 


Two days after Beauford’s release, he 


and his father were standing in front of 
a saloon, drinking, when Breidenstein 
approached on the opposite side of the 
street. When directly opposite the 
Beaufords, Breidenstein is said to have 
drawn his revolver and opened fire. 
Young Beauford fell at the first shot, 
and, without saying a word, Breiden- 
stein is alleged to have turned and shot 
down the father. 
Breidenstein was released on $10,000 
bail after being indicted for murder in 
the first degree. Later an indictment for 
double murder was entered against him. 


BOY KIDNAPED FROM HOME. 


Woman Separated From Hus- 
band Reports Loss. 


Mrs. Anna Stone of 16 North Eleventh 
street last night asked Capt. Reynolds 
of the Central Police District to help 
her find her 3-year-old son, Solomon, 
who, she says, was kidnaped at 6 p. m. 
from tn front of her home. 

Mrs. Stone is separated from her hus- 
band, Solomon Stone. Six months ago 
he was arrested on a charge of .wife 
abandonment. He made an_e efféctive 
plea in the Court of Criminal Correc- 
tion and was released on his promise to 
pay something each week toward the 
support of his wife and child. 

He later called on his wife and is al- 
leged to have broken up some of the fur- 
niture. He was fined $25 in the Dayton 
Street Police Court for this offense. 

Mrs. Stone went to the grocery yester- 
day evening, leaving the boy playing in 
front of the house. When she returned 
he was gone and the neighbors said a 
man had given him a bag of peanuts 


and taken him m away.

PROPOSED “L” LINE 


Franchise Ordinance Gives This 
Right at Ten-Year 
Intervals. 


BACKERS IN BACKGROUND 


Promoters Say They Are Not 
Seeking Privilege as a 
Speculation, 


Two of the promoters of the 
posed $20,000,000 elevated and 
way electric road, for which a fran- 
chise bill is now perding before the 
House of Delegates, declared to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter yesterday that 
the franchise is not being sought for 
speculative purposes. They say that 
the applicants for the privilege mean 
to build the road and that the city 
will be safeguarded against any 
abuse,

Bell, one of the organ- 
izers, is an operator, well-known 
in several States. He said: 

“The bill stipulates that the city 
“hall have the privilege of buying the 
road at the end of the first 10 years, 
and again at the end of the next 10 
years. This in addition to the annual 
payment of $30,000. 

“This would guarantee that those 
who are back of the enterprise could 
not’ use the franchise to the disad- 
Vantage of the city. Moreover, the 
bill also stipulates that one-third of 
the securities shall be offered to the 
people of St. Louis at the same price 
that the New York underwriters will 
get. This means that it will be a St. 
Louis enterprise. 

“The names of the men who are 
back of the road will not be given 
Out until the Assembly has shown its 
willingness to grant the franchise. 
This is only to be expected. We will 
put up the bond and that is all that 
is necessary. 

Opposition Is Expected. 

Edward A. Garvey, another promoter 
who has been the chief engineer of sey- 
eral smaller railroads, said: 

“This road is going to be built. We 
are not simply asking for the franchise, 
but we have made definite and sensible 
Plans for building the road. I have been 
over the ground and made out the plats. 
When I was asked to be one of the or- 
Banizers I accepted only after I had 
convinced myself that the project was 
feasible from every standpoint. 

“In drawing up the bill, we have been 
careful to see that the best interests of 
everyone concerned be safeguarded—not 
only the interests of those who are put- 
ting up the money for the enterprise, 
but also of the city of St. Louis. 

“So far we have encountered no «ap- 
position, but of course we expect this 
eventually, as the line will be a com- 
petitor of other transportation lines.’’ 

A great deal of interest is being taken 
in the scheme by officials of the United 
Railways Co. A. Hellingsr, chief 
draughtsman of the United Railways 
Co., visited the City Hall Saturday and 
read the bill carefully.

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Traveling Men Who Form Body Tell How Railroads Grant Cheap 
Rates to Chicago From Points Near St. Louis, When 
Fare Here Is Not Reduced. 


The formation of a St. Louis travelingy 
men's association to educate buyers as 
to the superior worth of St. Louis as a 
market and to remove unjust discrimi- 
nations in freight, passenger and ex- 
press rates made against St. Louis in 
favor of Chicago and other markets 
was begun yesterday at a meeting of a 
number of St. Louis traveling men at 
the Mercantile Club. 

A second meeting will be held at 1 
Pp. m. next Saturday at the Mercantile 
Club to perfect the organization of the 
association, which will give place to 
& permanent body during the holidays, 
when the greatest number of traveling 
men are in St. Louis. 

An organization. committee of 10 was 
Selected yesterday and will report at 
the meeting Saturday. No name has 
been chosen. The purpose of the as- 
sociation, as expressed «t yesterday’s 
meeting, is that ‘fall of the more than 
five thousand St. Louis traveling men 
should pull together to boom St.. Louis.’’ 

The meeting was called to order by 
E. L. Zukoski of the Levis-Zukoski Mil- 
linery Co., who, in a short address, told 
how St. Louis needed such an organiza- 
tion to fight against discriminations. 

“St. Louis is not given as good freight 
rates as Kansas City, Chicago, New 
York and other markets,’”’ said Mr. Zu- 
koski. “I have frequently noticed at 
various stations in the territory I travel 
through railroad circulars advertising 
rates from other cities, Dut not from 
St. Louls. There is not. with two ex- 


ee Traveling Men’s Association, 
said: 


“An organization of St. Louis travel- 
ing men such as is now proposed will 


have the support of every reputable 


business house, every newspaper and 
every loyal citizen of St. Louls.

“TIT saw an advertisement the other 
day of a $5 rate, return trip, from 
Cape Girardeau, Mo. to Chicago. 
Cape Girardeau {is due south of St. 
Louis. St. Louis is practrcatly di- 
rectly between that town and Chica- 
go, yet that rate would take a Cape 
Girardeau merchant by St. Louis to 
and from Chicago for $5, while it 
would cost an $8 railroad fare for 
him to visit St. Louis.” 

“Another instance is that the 
Southwestern Passenger Association 
granted us this year four-merchants’ 
exeursions to St. Louis, while they 
granted five to Chicago. 

“Our retail merchants would also 
help us, and they will be greatly ben- 
efited if they will open up stock and 
minake a more attractive display dur- 
ing the buying season, They will 
draw a great deal of trade and will 
certainly profit by it”. 

Samuel LL. Friedman of the N. 
Friedman and Sons Cloak Co. said: 

“My territory is in Illinois. I can 
appreciate Mr. Zukowski's illustra- 
tion of bad connections, for east of 
the river Chicago has the bridge ar- 
bitrary as an ally in competition, I 
was in a certain Illinois town some 
time ago and a merchant said, ‘Why, 
I can't do business with you St. Louis 
people, as much I would like to, be- 
cause of the poor connections.

TOPEKA, Kan., Sept. 15.—Kansas is 
famed far and wide for her wheat and 
her corn, but the fact that this great 
prairie State has coal mining interests 
of considerable proportion will be a 
matter of surprise to many. Still great- 
er will be the surprise of these persons, 
and perhaps to men who consider them- 
selves well versed in the matter of coal 
production, to know that Kansas leads 
all states in the increase of her coal 
mine productions for the last 10 years. 

This fact and other matters of inter- 
est are set forth in the report just pub- 
lished by E. W. Parker of the United 
States Geological Survey. He gives the 
“19% production of coal in Kansas as 
6,463,329 tons, worth $9,410,623 at mines, 
an increase since 1896 of 125 per cent. 

To mine this production in 1905, 12,006 

men were employed “an average of 212 
days. The average production per man 
Was 538.3 tons, and the average daily 
production per man was 2.54 tons. This 
includes all the men employed in all the 
mines of the State, and since, in new or 
undeveloped coal territory, the mining 
is done in a desultory way, and by in- 
experienced men, the daily average per 
man is not a fair estimate of the full 
earnings of the miners, For the coal 
fminers of Kansas, with few exceptions, 
belong to the United Mine Workers 
ot America and are workmen of the 
highest order of intelligence and _ skill. 


Nearly All Used in State. 


The coal produced from the Kansas 
mines, except the comparatively small 
@amounts sold in tacy, St. Jo- 


id #éph. Joplin and other border towns, is 
urned by Kansas families and Kansas 
“~sindustries, and by railroads operating in 
“Kansas and Oklahoma. In addition the 
western part of the State obtains large 
‘Quantities from Colorado mines. 
The largest consumer of coal mined in 
~ the State is the Atchison, Topeka & 
Santa Fe Railway. To secure a supply 
of coal for its locomotives, the Santa Fe 
has opened or caused to be opened more 
coal mines in the State than any other 
institution or individual. 

The marvelous growth of the city of 
Pittsburg and the congestion of popu- 
lation in the mining camps near that 
«splendid city may be traced directly to 
*the money invested by the Santa Fe in 
*@oal properties there.

Care Given Indiana Man at 


War's Close Is Well 
Rewarded.

MARION, Ind., Sept.  13.—Private 
James Dailey died in the hcspital at the 
Soldiers’ Home, and the usual military 
funeral and burial in the silent circle 
followed. There was nothing unusual 
about this, as it is as a daily occurrence, 
but the presence of a woman mourner 
was unusual. The woman was not his 
wife, daughter or sweetheart, but a con- 
stunt friend who remembered = and 
appreciated past favors. She was Mrs. 
Martha Morton of Bluffton, who visited 
him in the last hours of illness and was 
the oniy mourner that followed the 


cannon which bore the body. 

James Dailey is said to have served 
during the Civil War with honor and 
distinction. When he received an hon- 
orable discharge and returned to Bluff- 
ton, he was broken in health. He had 
no relatives, and Samuel Morton and 
his wife, Martha Morton, cared for him. 
For 14 years he remained in the Morton 
home, part of the time almost help- 
less. 


The kindness shown him was not for- 
gotten and when he regained his health 
Mr. Morton died, leaving his widow 
without sufficient means to support her.

Time vs. Money. 


Unless Col. Bryan's fears that some Chief 
Executive may abuse the discretion lodged 
with him under the rate bill are groundless, 
then what might we not fear should the 
nearly ten thousand officials and nearly a 
million operatives of trunk lines of road be 
made either subject to executive appointment 
or placed under civil service, subject to exec- 
utive removal for captious cause, or retention 
regardless of inefficiency? : 

Nor’ is this the sole objection. Not long 
ago the directors of a trunk line of railroad 
held their annual meeting. It finished its 
business at a single session, but before it 
adjourned it had appropriated $10,000,000 for 
extending its lines and bettering its track and 
terminal facilities. How long would it take 
Congress to a $10,000,000 for a sin- 
gle road touching only six states when every 
state from Maine to Oregon and from Mon- 
tana to the gulf was asking equal appropria- 
tions for the improvement of their facilities? 

Sav all we please against the Inthuence of 
local interests. but the fact remains that no 
appropriation for the improvement of rivers 
and harbors, however imperative, can be 
passed that does not widely scatter its boun- 
ty so as to include a few  non-navigable 
streams and some other unnecessarrs improve- 
ments. No public building bill can be passed 
for the erection of a custom house, public 
store or postoffice though its construction wll! 
save to the Government in rent an amount 
in ercess of the interest on the cost, that 
does not also provide for a few postoffices in 
Democratic and Republican districts = allke, 
where the cost of maintenance after erection 
exceeds the rental now paid for adequate quar- 
ters, aud where the erection of a public bulld- 
ing is an absolute waste of money. River and 
harbor bills and public building bilis are non- 
partisan measures. The opposition says much 
in platform and more from the stum» in favor 
of economy. but when it comes to appropria- 
tions there is remarkable nonpartisan unanim- 
itr of opinion from every district likely to be 
rewarded. WKnoWing as i do that pubic reve- 
nues come very largely from tbe Wealthy and 
well-to-do, and that expenditures for rivers 
and harbors and public buildings go almost 
entirely to labor, I do not wish this to be un- 
derstood as the registration of an objection 
to the poliev of Internal improvements. I ads 
mit them to be against the teachings of Jef- 
ferson. and in the face of the early teachings 
of the Democratic party. But on the policy 
of centralization as well as on most other 
questions the party of Jefferson has wan- 
dered fxr. 

Last vear the railroads of the country paid 
$34,000,000 {in State, county, township and 
municipal taxes. Since Government property 
is not subject to taxation of any kind, I 
fanev Col. Bryan's scheme will develop some 
lecal opposition before the states surrender 
revenues averaging over $1,200.000 for each. 

Legisintion Not a Panacea. 

Not everv avenue of evil in this life can 
be closed by legislation. Israel suffered seri- 
ously for having worshiped ai golden calf, 
while Moses was receiving divine command- 
ments. 1 do not Know that we are in danger 
of making statute law the object of our idol- 
atry or of substituting penal codes for the 
plain teachings of morality, but I do know 
that in spite of legislation and in the face 
of penal codes abuses arise and crimes are 
committed. They are discovered sometimes 
even in the mail service and sometimes in the 
management of banks. Postmasters occasion- 
ally default, mail carriers now and then com- 
mit lareeny, and some bank officials prove in- 
efiicient and others dishonest. This will al- 
wavs be so So long as private business and 
publie «affairs remain in the hands of men 
possessed of human propensities and weak- 
nesses and subiect to human frailties, sin and 
wickedness will manifest themselves.

HURT AT GRADE CROSSING. 


Boy Hurled From Stone Wagon 
in Train Collision, 


In a grade crossing collision at 2:15 
o'clock vesterday afternoon between an 
eastbound Mlssourl Pacific passenger 
train and a stone wagon the driver of the 
wagon, Percy Albino, aged 18, was 
hurled 20 feet into the air and thrown 
headforemost into a ditch at the side 
of the tracks.

courts since July, 1901, when the Cir- 
cuit Court Issued an injunction re- 
straining the obstruction of the pass- 
age way by the Rambouseks. It was 
on an appeal from this injunction, 
Sranted in 1901 by Judge Ferriss, 
that the Supreme Court decision was 
handed down. 

The order commanding that. the 
gate be left Open and the passageway 
cleared was based on an agreement 
entered into July 18, 1864, by three 
men, who buita the residences at 919- 
921-923 Park: avenue. The houses, 
built by William Sicher, who then 
built the Berger house, Joseph Eman- 
uel and Jacob Emanuel, were three of 
the best residences in the vicinity and 
have been landmarks since Civil War 
days. 

Tired of Milkman’'s Visits. 


The three men agreed that a side en- 
trance was to be built on the east and 
west ends of their property, so that de- 
livery men and others who could use 
the rear entrances would not have to go 
to the front of the houses. Sicher, liv- 
ing in the middle, could use either side 
entrance. 

Early in 191 the Rambouseks, who 
had bought the house on the west from 
the Emanuels, decided they didn’t want 
Sicher’s milkman, butcher and baker to 
go through their yard before daylight 
every morning, and they barred and 
bolted and nailed up the gate between 
their yard and the Sicher residence. 

Sicher complained, and exhbtbited the 
dust-laden agreement of the other two 
builders and himself. But it was of no 
avail, and the Circuit Court was ap- 
pealed to.- Judge Ferriss declared for 
the open gate, and the Supreme Court 
upheld him on appeal. The Rambouseks 
were enjoined not to ‘“‘maintain or erect 
any obstruction that will interfere with 
the use of the gateway connecting the 
rear yards’ of the Sichers and Rambou- 
seks.

NEW YORK, Sept. 15.—The Evening, 
Post, in its weekly review of the mar- 
ketS, says today: 

Wall Street—Naturally, all interest to- 

day converged on the bank statement, 
Which was to show the outcome of the 
treasury and bank operations in the 
gold import market. The statement re- 
ported an increase of $7,932,000 in cash 
holdings and this the stock market 
seemed to regatd as disappointing. But 
it is well understood that the system of 
averages fails wholly to reflect the facty 
In a week like this, when each succes- 
Sive day has made large additions to 
cash reserves. 
. There is no reason to question the ac- 
curacy of yesterday's estimate of a 
$14,000,000 gain in cash for the week. 
notwithstanding continued outflow of 
currency at the rate of $1,000,000 daily. 
As the statement figures stand, the sur- 
plus reserve is again made, good. The 
$10,114,000 increase in surplus account 
converts last Saturday's $6,577,000 deficit 
‘nto a surplus of $3,536,000. This is cer- 
tainly low enough, but it makes no such 
hair-stirring comparisons as last week's 
statement did. Today’s surplus is not 
much below that of a year ago, and it 
exceeds that of the present date in 1902 
Or 1899. 

This result could not have been 
achieved except for a heavy cut in the 
loan account. It is not easy to say ex- 
actly where this $15,300,000 reduction has 
been effected. This week has not, asa 
whole, been one of speculation for the 
rise; at its opening, indeed, there was 
much undoubted liquidation. But the 
reported reduction is too large to be 
wholly explained by that. Probably 
some Of last week's ‘‘shifting’’ at the 
time when outside markets were run- 
ning to get a chance at Wall street's 
49 per cent bid, has been carried over 
into this week's statement.

Petitions Lodged With Commis- 
sion Charge Freight Rates 
Favor Standard. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Sept. 15.~—Three 
independent ofl companies have carried 
the war into the enemy’s camp in a 
most aggressive manner by the filing 
of petitions with the Indiana Railroad 
Commission charging 41 railroad corpor- 
ations operating in this State with not 
only making freight classifications that 
are unfair to the small dealer and favor 
the Standard Oll Co. by reason of the 
latter's larger shipments, but also with 
issuing specia] tariffs for at least one 
point where a Standard pipe line ends 
and many Indiana freight shipments 
originate. 

The complaining concerns are the Na- 
tional Refining Co. of Indianapolis, the 
Tiona Refining Co. of Indianapolis and 
the Evansville Oil Co. of Evansville. 
The petitions were forwarded te the 
commission from Cleveland, where they 
were prepared. ‘ 

The principal charge made by the peti- 
tioners Is “unjust discrimination” on the 
part of the railroads in favor of the 
Standard O!l,Co. It is declared that the 
resent fourth-clake Sretgmt rate In force

Whiting Has Special Rate. 


Whiting, Ind., ft is averred, was one of 
these points. At Whiting, it is asserted, 
the Standard Oil Co. is especially fa- 
vored. The Stdndard company has a 
large refinery at Whiting. ; 

The plain charge is made that at Whit- 
ing rates were made by spectal tariff, 
very much lower than the fifth class 
that petitioners have been compelled to 
pay.

Co., a monopolistic concern, which, 
reason of its enormous capital, is able 
lower rates than apply to similar dis- 
to establish tank storage and ware- 
houses known as distributing stations at 
tances in other points within the State.

Plea for Competition, 


The petitioners Insist that lower freight 
rates will have a tendency to increase 
competition, will result In larger quan- 
tities of oil being moved by raflroads, 
will discourage and largely discontinue 
the practice of distributing by team and 
wagon and will increase the revenue 
of the railroad companies. 

The petitioners filed with the commis- 
sion a schedule of rates which they de- 
clare would be reasonable and satis- 
factory to them.

PETERSSe KG, 1.--Al- 
though the elections for the new Duma 
fare approaching, the situation is becom- 
ing more and more difficult for the Gov- 
ernment to cope A number of 
prominent personages ask that the elec- 
toral law be changed by the Cabinet so 
as to make it fmpossible for revolution- 
ists to be The Cabinet would 
like to do so, but it fears that this 
would stir a storm of protest, which 
might injure the reputation of the min- 
isters who pose as reformers. 

The revolutionists accuse the Govern- 
ment of being brutal, and the officers 
who sentenced several sailors of the 
Viborg mutiny to death are called as- 
Sissins by the radicals. The naval offi- 
cers, however, belleve the Government 
has not ineted out sufficient punishment 
to the mutineers, and many have re- 

igsned as @ protest. 

With the police, too, the Government 
has difficulties. The recent attacks on 
policemen, sergeants and police’ cap- 
tuins, have brought a flood of resigna- 
tions from the lower police officials and 
few men are ready to step into the 
Bhoes of those who resign or are 
killed. In Warsaw appeals have been 
made to the citizens eontribute 
money for the purpose of buying breast- 
plates tor police:rnen that they may be 
protected against the bullets of revolu- 
Lionists. ‘The Crown has not: sufficient 
funds provide for breastplates and 
tne daily papers have undertaken to aid 
the authorities by getting the citizens to 
contribute money. 


Pensants Destroy Buildings. 

peasants are growing nivre im- 
They have been waiting to see 
&vine promises fulfilled. In their dis- 
tiess they get wild, burn public build- 
ings and miustreat the Governmet ofii- 
cule. At Yelshank, in the Saratoft 
district, a peasant mob warned the 
l’ostmaster that they were going to 
burn the Government building. The 
Postmaster and his family were allowed 
to leave and as s00n as they were out, 
the place was saturated with oil and 
eet on fire. All the letters, documents 
aud stamps were burned. 

This spirit prevails throughout the 
country. (Crimes increase and there 
Beems to be a general understanding 
that there are no iaws in Russia, The 
police, the courts and officials act in 
accordance with their own whims. The 
revolutionists say the only laws worthy 
of the name must be made by repre- 
sentatives of the people. Not until such 
laws are passed, they declare, will they 
take any cognizance of anw The will 
of one man means nothing to them, they 
gay, but the will of the Russian nation 
and the welfare of the Russian people, 
means more than all the code of laws 
frained in the interest of the Czar and 
his rich relatives. 

Murders Incrense 400 Per Cent. — 

The result is that, according to offi- 
cial statistics, crimes of all kinds have 
fncreased enormously. Deliberate mur- 
ders have increased 400 per cent since 
144. Such murders are 20) per cent 
larger than they were the first seven 
months of last yvear. 

Cases of homicide during quarre!s 
have increased by 60 per cent, as com- 
pared with 1904, and 120) per cent as con- 
trasted with last year. Robbery cases 
‘are four times thore numerous this year 
than it. 194, and twice more than last 
year. St. Petersburg. however, is among 
the least criminal cities in Russia. 

it is unsafe for the Government to 
transport money or ammunitions from 
place to place. The revolutionists al- 
ways find ways of getting part or all of 
them. Money sent by the Government 
from Erivan to St. Petersburg has been 
stolen in such a mysterious manner that 
the Government agents not even know 
whom to suspect. The package, sent by 
mail, was supposed to contain $200,000 
worth of interest-bearing scrip, part of 
which was destined for the Imperia! 
Rank. When the parcels arrived they 
bore the Government’s seal and the 
welght was just what the tnvoice ca:led 
for. But when opened, lead and sand in- 
siead of money poured forth. 

This robbery shows the revolutionists 
have aides among high officials who 
have access to Government seals and in- 
side information. This makes the min- 
isters uneasy. Thev suspect everybody 
but do not dare to place officials under 
arrest for fear if the wrong man is ar- 
rested he will become an enemy. 

Rebetsx Get 4000 Revolwers. 

A more mysterious occurrence is that 
by which revolutionists got possession 
of 4000 revolvers belonging to the Gov- 
ernment. The revolvers were ordered 
for the rural police of Poland. When the 
weapons arrived revolutionists.  dis- 
guised as officers, presented themselves 
a, the Custom House and requested the 
revolvers he delivered to them. They 
had an tnvoice which seemed genuine 
and received mos’ of the weapons before 
the fraud was discovered. When the 
fraud was discovered none of the 
mon who received the revolvers were to 
be found in the city. 

Occurrences of this kind make the 
ministers more uneasy than the throwing 
of bombs or the shooting of offictals be- 
cause they lead heads of departments to 
inge confidence in subordinates and they 
fo not know to whom to intrust orders.

and shipping the meat to Southampton 
‘und other ports,” he said. “We pro- 
pose to erect on the island abattoirs, 


destructors, canning and preserving 
plant, and factories for dealing with all 
Ly-products. We expect to make very 
iittle profit out of meat, but a great 
jeal out of the by-products.”

Mrs. Davis is about 57 years old. Maj. MeCaw- 
ley is many yvears her junior. Their attachment has 
always been a source of much regret in Mrs, Davis’ 
family, and it is said that Maj. McCawley’s impend- 
ing withdrawal from the White House staff may 
be traced to the influence of Senator Lodge and 
his family. The Lodges are the most intimate friends 
of the President and Mrs. Roosevelt in Washington, 
and Mrs, Davis’ only daughter is now the wife of the 
Senator’s son, George Cabot Lodge. It was a run- 
away match, and friends of the family have inuti- 
mated that young Mrs, Lodge and her mother have 
completely broken because of the marriage. 

Among’ the intimates of the President and Mrs. 
Roosevelt it is currently reported that the Presi- 
dent’s wife disliked the unpleasant notoriety which 
Maj. MecCawley brought on himself by his engage- 
ment to the widow of Judge Davis. Several minor 
incidents led Mrs. Roosevelt to resent the position 
taken by Mrs. Davis in various things, and last 
winter the climax is said to have been offered the 
President’s wife when the annual bachelors’ german 
took place at the New Willard. Maj. McCawley has 
led the german for years, and has always been the 
chief figure in the arrangement of these events. The 
danee is the principal affair in the social annals 
of the winter, and on several oceasions Maj. Me- 
Cawley had the Pregdent’s daughter as his part- 
ter. Last winter Mrs. Davis was to receive for the 
bachelors, and an invitation was sent to the then 
Miss Roosevelt. It is said that President Roosevelt 
sent word to Mrs. Davis that his daughter could not 
attend the dance unless a certain New York woman, 
who came to Washington last winter for the season, 
be excluded from the list. Mrs, Davis, it is under- 
stood, refused to eliminate the woman’s name from 
the guest list, and Miss Roosevelt did not attend the 
dance, 

It is only on rare occasions that Mrs. Davis has 
been Been at the White House, and throughout the 
winter one looks in vain for her name in the many 
dinner lists wherein that of Maj. McCawley figures. 

A Wonderful Beauty of Sixty. 

Much interest has attended the courtship of Maj. 
McCawley and the famous beauty. Although Mrs. 
Davis is nearly 60 years old. her wonderful beauty, 
black hair and splendid carriage would lead an ob- 
server to place her on the sunny side of 50. She is 
‘extremely wealthy, having a fortune of several 
million dollars in her own right, and occupies a 
high position in the most exclusive social seta in 
Washington, Her name figures among the lists 
of the capital’s most assiduous hostesses, and wher- 
ever she goes a murmur of admiration follows. 

Throughout the social season Maj. McOawley has 
always been a much-wanted man. His position as 
social aide to Mra. Roosevelt made him one of the 
moat sought after bachelors in Washington, and at 
the White House, foreign embassies and other dis- 
tinguished social centers he was invariably num- 
bered among the most favored. , 

No officer of any branch of the service has evet 
been more fortunate in his social aspirations than 
“Charlie” MeCawley. He has had absolute sway in 
the arrangement of social affairs at the White 
House since he first. joined the staff, in spite of 
the fact tha’ there have been chief aides to the 
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President whose duty it would be to look after 
these affairs. At one time it was said Miss Alice 
Roosevelt held the Major in high favor. Whenever 
the President’s daughter went to the theater the 
young officer was invariably a member of the party, 
and dinners innumerable have been given by lhios- 
tesses who would never fail to invite the Major if 
Miss Roosevelt was also to be there. 

Maj. McCawley’s duties at the White House con- 
sist of little else than assisting in social func- 
tions. He joins the other aides at the public re- 
ceptions throughout the season, taking his place in 
line about the President and Mrs. Roosevelt. When 
the President receives the introductions are made 
to him by Col, Bromwell, Superintendent of Public 
Buildings and Grounds, another aide of the staff, 
but when Mrs. Roosevelt is giving an entertginment 
the presentations are always made by Maj. Me- 
Cawley. 

At the Roosevelt-Longworth Wedding. 

Every arrangement for the wedding of Miss 
Roosevelt was in the hands of “Charlie” McCawley. 
He offered his counsel in the make-up of the guest 


list, directed the floral decorations and spent an en- 


tire afternoon rehearsing the wedding party in 
the way they should go. On the day of the wedding 
he was monarch of all he surveyed. From the min- 
ute the deors were open to admit the first guest 
until the newly married couple slipped out at the 
south entrance and fled to the waiting automobile, 
“Charlie” McCawley was the guiding spirit. In the 
private dining room, where the bridal couple and a 
few intimate friends went after the ceremony, the 
Major was thé most prominent, and when the time 
came for the bride to cut her wedding cake, his was 
the sword she asked for to cut it with. 

Maj. McCawley and Mrs, Davis were romantically 
married on the evening of July 25, while he was ill 
with typhoid fever in Providence Hospital. Six 
weeka before that he had accompanied Mrs. Davis to 
Bar Harbor, where she was to spend the winter. 
While there he became ill and his physicians ad- 
vised his immediate return to Washington. He was 
brought there very ill and taken at once to his 
apartments in Stoneleigh Court. It was not long 
before the fever developed so alarmingly that Maj. 
McCawley was removed to Providence Hospital. 

Nobody can tell just how many visits were made 
to the hospital, but Mrs. Davis’ carriage went up 
on Capitol Hill at least once a day. When the 
Major had passed the crisis of his iliness and was 
on the road to recovery plans were quietly laid for 
an early wedding, and all intentions of the brilliant 
affair whieh had long had place in their minds were 
abandoned for a hospital wedding. Woodbury Blair 
was best man and J. Bancroft Davis, Mrs. Davis’ 
son, gave her away. Mrs. Davis wore a white 
lingerie and lace gown. The natty uniform which 
had distinguished “Charlie” McCawley at 80 many 
notable social functions was replaced by pale pink 
pajamas. Society editors were excluded, the Major's 
only guest being his physician. Mrs. Davis removed 












































all her rings, keeping on only the engagement ring 
which Maj. McCawley gave her many moons age 
and wearing her new wedding ring to the exclusion 
of all other jewels. Directly after'the ceremony she 
left the hospital for her home in New Hamp- 
shire avenue, where she remained until Maj. MeCaw- 
ley was able to travel to Bar Harbor, where they 
are now.

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“I Have ‘Brought 
Forth the Power of 
Peace Among Na- 
tions, Says Joseph 
Max Reusz 


OSEPH MAX REUSZ, a St. Louis man, has in- 
vented a submarine torpedo boat and a new 
torpedo—an under-sea Gatling gun com- 

bination—which, he claims, could be made to an- 
hilate six ‘monster “Dreadnaughts” in as many 
successive seconds. He says that Uncle Sam 
cOuld, with this ‘sharpshooter of the deep, blow 
an enemy’s fleet from the sea and win a naval 
“battle without loss of life or injury to a vessel of 
his own squadron. He asserts, confidently: “I have 
brought forth the power of peace among nations.” 

Reusz has offered his inventions to the United 
‘States. Without first securing a patent, he has 
forwarded full information and drawings of hig 
remarkable war vessel and new torpedo to the 
Government, believing that no advanjage will be 
taken and that the merits of his double invention 
will at once be recognized. 
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Rousz js an artist and draftsman, and a prac- 
tical scholar of scientific training, who came to 
the World’s Fair at St. Louis ‘three years ago 
from Germany, where he was employed by the 
Government as an inspector and overseer on in- 
land public waterways and works. After the 
World’s Fair, he severed his connection with the- 
Fatherlamd and has taken out his first papers in 
America, He lives in a cottage at 926 Hodiamont 
avenue, 

Many years ago he offered plans for a subma- 
rine boat to the Germah Government. . He was 
informed that a submarine war boat was impos- 
sible. A few years later Germany was forced to 
adopt the French type of submarine. Since then 
Reusz has worked on his Original plans, with the 
idea of perfecting them, and now, he believes, he 
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has invented vie , ost eentrGatbin, the —_ mar- 
velous, machine for ovean warfare in the world. 

He is very proud of his work, because he thinks 
it will insure peace to the world, and is confident 
that his newly adopted country will 


actept his 
offering. 


“I desire much good and a 
very little remuneration.” 

The. boat is capable of varying speed, carries 
23 torpedoes and can eject them as many as six 
at a time, aimed at the steel bottoms of the 
enemy. The torpedoes, too, are different. They 
explode both by direct contact and by return when 
striking the*surface of the water. 

Reusz’s torpedo travels, he says, vertically, true 
to aim, and ‘is just as destructive in explosion 
yards from a vessel as in contact. Reusz’s tor- 
pedo never fails, he says, to explode after eject- 
ment, and cannot float the sea. a menace to neu- 
tral vessels.. Torpedoes now in use are fired on a 
level with the water and must strike a resisting 
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object or remain unexploded, a sure agent of de- 
struction to vessels not engaged in war. These ad- 
vantages the inventor claims, and then he ex- 
plains: 

“My submarine has the shape of a huge fish: 
Two rudders correspond to the breast* fins of the 
fish, and the 'thitd rudder takes the place of the 
fish’s tail.. It is about the size of ‘the German 
“S” torpedo boat, and its displacement is about 380 
tons. My boat is equipped with 23 ‘torpedoes, 5 
while the present standard submarine boats ‘have 
only four. The submarines now in * use ‘shoot 
their torpedoes from the bow; my. machine ‘ejects 
the torpedoes ve ‘rtically, and in order to do this, 
must go below the enemy ’ — | | 

“But it is ‘not necessary,” says the inventor, 
“to hit the ship itself to destroy it. The’ force 
of the funnel-like explosion made by my new tor- 
pedo on falling bagk into the water is so great 
that it will play Havoc with a vessel at a distance.

“I tell you,” says this St. Louis inventor, “no 
powerful battleship can withstand my boat and 
its torpedoes more ‘than 15 minutes, and it seems 
impossible that a Meet of such men-of-war could 


withstand an attack one-third of that time, My 
boat, in making an attack, would run at an up- 


ward angle, starting very deep and rising higher. 


This would make aim and speed regulation to 


meet the varying boat speed above very easy. 
“Danger of accident is not taken into considera- 
ation at all—my machine is planned to meet such 


things as mines and entanglements, It is built 


on‘an entirely new plan. It is not propelled by 
electricity nor by air nor by an engine of any 
sort. The.14 men do the work. Just how they 
do that; I-have not even told the Government.
